Approves 
Increases 


For Town 
Employees 


The town meeting Monday night 
approved salary increases for all 
town employees as recommended 
by the special salary committee 
and voted appropriations totalling 
$1,157,379.28 for departments and 
special articles. 

This sum, together with the 
amounts voted at the special town 
meeting last November for new 
schools and civil defense, would 
indicate an increase of $3 to $5 
in the present $36 tax rate, Chair- 
man Roy E. Hardy of the board of 
assessors estimated after the 
meeting, depending upon what 
sums, if any, the town will have 
to pay under the old age assist- 
ance law accepted by the voters 
of the state last November. 

The meeting also adopted an 
article to include the secret ballot 
as part of the town by-laws; 
trimmed the civil defense appro- 
priation to $7000; approved new 
lighting for the library; and voted 
to acquire land on the watershed 
of Haggett’s pond to protect the 
town’s water supply. 

According to several town of- 
ficials it was the shortest town 
meeting on record, It was called 
to order at 7 p. m. and adjourned 
at 9,30 p. m. 

The attendance was also one 
of the smallest in recent years. 

Attendance figures taken from 
the number checked off from the 
voting lists at the door gave the 
official attendance as 546. 

There were many empty seats in 
the main auditorium and hardly a

when Moderator Arthur Sweeney 
opened the meeting. The blessing 
was given by the Rev. Roy E.

BARTLETT Ul. HAYES 

Bartlett H. Hayes, 75, a former 
Andover resident, but recently of 
Indio, Cal., died Thursday in 
Tucson, Ariz., where he was 
visiting.

Create Tension In Ankara 


Even before the Turkish bri. 
gade reached Korea, it was the 
target of anti-American _pro- 
paganda. As troop trains, trans- 
porting its 5,000 soldiers, passed 
through Turkish towns en route 
to embarkation, Communists placed 
signs in railroad stations declar- 
ing, ‘‘The Turkish people protest 
against the government servilely 
carrying out Washington orders,” 
‘Our sons will not shed their 
blood in Korea for Yankee im- 
perialists.’’ 

The Communists also exploited 
economic unrest. They charged 
that because of the Marshall Plan 
and resulting competition from 
American goods, local silk and 
cotton production was in a Slate 
of collapse. One spokesman said, 
‘*About 293,000 families engaged 
in tobacco growing are on the 
verge of ruin, Starvation is rife 
in the Turkish countryside,” 


Although the spotlight has been 
playing on the sig Four con- 
ference in Paris, which involves 
peace in Northern Europe, the 
defense of Turkey and the Middle 
East suddenly has emerged as an, 
acute, secondary problem. 

High tension over threatened 
Red satellite attacks on Yugo- 
slavia and Greece has _ greatly 
disturbed isolated Ankara. 

President Celal Bayar’s worries 
also were increased by a recent 
magazine article by U. S. Chief of 
Staff General Omar N. Bradley, 
hinting that America must not 
deplete its manpower and re- 
sources should local outbreaks 
occur along the Soviet Union’s 
Asian borders. 

The Turkish paper Cumhuriyet 
exclaimed, ‘‘Bradley’s theory is a 
mistaken and dangerous one. If 
(he) inclines American statesmen 
to his view, Turkey will find her- 
self alone.’’ 

Zafer, a pro-government sheet, 
added more gloom by saying, JOIN: 
last Turkish opinion sees the 
situation clearly: It has d iscovered 
how much the assurances given us 
by the Americans are really 
worth,’’ 

Fear of being left in the lurch 
should Stalin strike in the Bal- 
kans or the Middle East is behind 
the latest plea by Ankara that the 
United States join the Turkish- 
British-French mutual assistance 
pact of 1939. 


Allied Visits Reassuring 

Final action on the type of 
support the United States ulti- 
mately will give Turkey has not 
yet been decided on, But some of 
Ankara’s anxieties were lessened 
by recent visits to Istanbul of 
American and British officials, 
including Assistant Secretary of 
State George C. McGhee and Sec- 
retary of Air Thomas K. Finletter. 

Admiral Robert B. Carney, com- 
mander of the U, S. Medeterranean 
fleet, and Lieutenant General Sir 
Brian Robertson, commander-in- 
chief of British forces in the 
Middle East, also conferred with 
Turkish officials on security. 

Renewed assurances of a more 
binding defense were necessary. 
Pro-Russian agitators and faint- 
hearts were becoming successful 
in convincing the Turkish public 
that it should not bank on Ameri- 
can military aid, Disappointment 
over lack of security guarantees 
and in the failure of UN forces to 
win a conclusive victory in Korea 
caused a wave of ‘‘neutralism’’ 
with journalists and politicians 
suggesting that Turkey sit on the 
fence. 

Reds spread canards that the 
severe casualties suffered by the 
Turkish brigade in Korea—the 
highest of any of the participating 
13 countries except the U. 5S. A. 
and the Republic of Korea—re- 
sulted because General Mac- 
Arthur deliberately left it behind 
to get killed. 

“The brigade of Turkish janis- 
saries was utterly demolished,”’ 
said the Moscow New Times. ‘‘The 
problem now is how to deceive 
the relatives of the dead.”’ 

Reds Exist Underground 

The Communist Party is out- 
lawed in Turkey. But the Reds 
boast that it operates under- 
ground. It employs all kinds of 
front organizations to split Turks 
from their western friends. A 
phony outfit, called the Turkish 
Peace Society, has been gathering 
signatures to the notorious Stock- 
holm Appeal, Its bosses accuse 
the government of banning its 
publications and arresting its 
members.
